Annual Report of Superintendent 
of Andover Guild for Season 
1919-1920 


On. December first, the Guild season 
opened, and the eagerness of the young 
people to be, back was certainly expressed 
in the crowd gf boys who stood in front 
of the Guild and greeted your superin- 
tendent with cheer after cheer and 
came flocking in to register for the 
season’s work. It was the largest first 
night registration we had ever had, old 
boys and new boys, each one planning 
to be the first one in, all talking at 
Once and asking more questions than any 
one human could answer in one short 
evening. Finally after an hour of 
work, the last boy was registered and 
the Guild season had begun for them 
in real earnest. The same eagerness to 
be back was expressed by the girls also, 
and the season opened throughout with 
great enthusiasm and interest. 

A new policy. was adopted this year to 
increase all class fees except the Junior 
boys, also the price of admission to the 
Saturday evening social hour. Even 
this change made no difference in the 


€| registration in the classes or in the at- 


tendance at any of the activities. 

All through December and January 
the interest was increasing each day. 
New members were constantly added 
and the season promised to far exceed 
any previous record. In February, how- 
ever, winter came with a never-to-be-for- 
gotten blast. Storm after storm came, 
each piling higher and making trans- 
portation more and more of a problem. 
Added to this weeks of illness came. into 
our midst, and the result proved rather 


disastrous to our work, limiting our ac- 
>} tivities and decreasing our attendance 


by nearly half. This state of affairs con- 
tinued into March and by this time the 
season was so far advanced that many 
who had missed so much did not return. 
This meant that our membership while 
still a very large one, did not continue as 
a strong one from the point of view.of 
sustained attendance. Those who did 
continue on however, did splendid work 
and their interest and enthusiasm was 
very great. 

The Guild has.contributed the usual 
service to the youth of this community 
and in spite of the unusual handicap of 
weather and illness, has had a most suc- 
cessful season as the young people have 
come in and found the warm welcome 
attractive, discovered it to be a place of 
real enjoyment and have appreciated all 
that was offered for their happiness and 
development. 

GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT 

The Girls’ Department opened this 
season under the splendid leadership of 
Miss Vivian Taylor as physical director 
The old girls welcomed her with as much 
enthusiasm as they did four years ago 
after her first successful year with us. 

The work accomplished in the senior 
department has been of a very finished 
character... The senior girls have had an 
especial interest in basketball. They 
have worked hard and have enjoyed 
their schedule of- games with outside 
teams. They have had opportunity to 
play eight games which has made a good 
season schedule. 

The Junior work has held to its usual 
character. The enrollment was con- 
stantly climbing to the one hundred 
mark when weather and illness inter- 
fered. Two classes met at four and 
five o’clock on Friday afternoons. 

The High School class this season has 
been the finest and strongest class we 
have had any previous year. There was 
a splendid enrollment and a sustained 
interest and the work accomplished 
most satisfactory. They also had an 
enthusiastic interest in basketball and 
played several outside teams closing the 
season with a very good record. 

The Junior aesthetic dancing class 
met on Saturday morning. The class 
began with a large enrollment which 
was much affected by weather and ill- 
ness. However in the number of lessons 
enjoyed the class did very successful 
work and the children were much_in- 
terested in the work. 


BOYS’ DEPARTMENT 


Again we turned to the Lawrence 
Y. M. CG. A. for assistance in securing a 
physical director for the boys’ work. Mr. 
Archie Pollock, who has always been 
helpful in assisting in the past gave his 
usual attention to our particular need. 
Finding it rather diflicult to secure a di- 
rector, an arrangement was _ finally 
made that he and Jack Keefe, his as- 
sistant, should take the work together, 


leach giving one evening a week. To- 


ward the end of the season Mr. Pol- 
lock’s work at the Y. M. C. A. became 
so demanding, that our work was given 
over almost entirely to Mr. keefe. 
The boys thoroughly enjoyed him and 
did splendid work for him. The boys’ 
enrollment was larger than any pre- 
vious year which meant an average at- 
tendance of seventy-five to eighty boys 
each night, which meant large classes 
indeed. The game room was an active 
place. With three pool tables ine onstant 
use beside all the table games and the 
bowling alleys, boys’ nights were never 
lacking in interest and life. Basketball 
has been a very popular sport. The 
senior boys had their usual fine team 
and played nearly every Saturday even- 
ing. 

The Junior boys were organized into 
several teams playing grammar school 
groups after schovl and having inter- 
team games at the close of the class 
period. 

GOOD TIMES 

The social life of the Guild has been so 
much a part of the regular activities that 
it is difficult to sepa! ate this phase of the 
work for special report. Few social so- 
cial events as such have been planned. 
A special party was planned for the 
High School group at the close of their 
class season... [his was in the form of a 
children’s purty ‘and was greatly en- 
joyed. A special “good time” was ar- 
ranged for each “open night” for the 
Junior boys and girls. 

As a part of the closing program the 
senior girls gave a play entitled, “The 


Queen of Hearts.’’ They put«a great 
deal of time and effort into the prepara- 
tion and the presentation was a great 
success. 

The regular weekly good time has 
been held each Saturday evening. The 
attendance has been very large this sea- 
son and each one has been a happy time. 
One or two basketball games have 
been scheduled as part of the program 
and have added much to the interest. 

The Guild activities closed this season 
with a different program. Owing to 
the depletion in class attendance during 
the month when selections are made for 
the feature phase of the exhibition pro- 
gram. it seemed wise to cancel the plan 
or an exhibition in the Town Hall as 
held in previous years, It was arranged, 
instead, that there should be “open 
nights” held at the Guild for the Junior 
boys and girls presenting a program to 


exhibit their class work. Parents 
and friends interested were invited to be 
present. > 


On April 5th the Junior boys held 
their “open night’. About one hund- 
red people being present to see the 
splendid work presented by the boys. 

On April 6th, the Junior girls held 
their “open night” about 250 being pre- 
sent for this exhibition and their even- 
ing was a great success also. 

The plan for ‘‘open nights” was some- 
what of an experiment, but proved a 
rather pleasant change and wasa suc- 
cess both from the point of view of pub- 
licity for the Guild work and financially.

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WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington, D. C. — Of course the 
closing week of Congress has as is the 
custom been one of much business and 
it will take a few days for the country 
to see Just what has been accomplished. 
The conventions of course, will throw 
off this examination for a time yet after 
all much of great worth and importance 
to the country has been transacted. 
Taxation matters are not yet settled 
aright and the Congress that meets in 


regular session in December will finally | Corgress gets away. 


act on these matters. During the month 
to come many members will be busy 
here a great part of the time with various 
matters of committee work and again 
the country is entitled to know that 
even ina political season not a few mem- 
bers attend to the nation’s business 
practically all of the time, To think it 
is otherwise is not doing justice to ei- 
ther the people or to the lawmakers 
themselvés. 

Representative. Crisp of Georgia, son 
of the late Speaker Crisp, has a_ bill 
before the House that if passed ‘will de- 
port from the United States certain 
aliens who withdrew their declaration 
of intention to become citizens to evade 
military service and will also suspend 
all immigration to the United States 
until January 1, 1930. With the un- 
covering of the mess in the*Department 
of Labor under the direct supervision of 
Assistant Secretary Post, Mr. Crisp 
comes before the country with — his 
measure at a most opportune time. He 
has a wealth of facts that he says he 
can prove to be true and anyway he 
goes on to say the United States should 
hereafter be for men and women who 
intend to become citizens in every 
angle of the meaning of that important 
word. Heis undoubtedly correct that the 
immigration question is the one great 
question and that upon its correct solu- 
tion largely depends the perpetuity: of 
oursacred institutions and our American 
form of government. 

At this time there are in the United 
States 11,000,000 aliens only 2,000,000 
of whom have filed their intention to 
become citizens. Mr. Crisp argues that 
before more foreigners are allowed here 
steps should be taken to compel the vast 
number now located all over this land 
to become citizens. These millions 
should be compelled to learn to read, 
write and speak our language and in 
this way become familiar with our in- 
stitutions and laws. Statistics show 
that in the basic industries of the United 
States foreigners constitute over 50 
per cent of the laborers. Many will 
be surprised at this statement but in 
the iron and steel industries 57.7 per- 
cent are foreigners; meat and slaughter- 
ing products, 60,7 per cent, bituminous 
coal, 61.9 per cent; woolen and worsted 
manufacturing, 61 per cent; cotton 
goods, 67.7 per cent; oil refining, 66 per 
cent: clothing manufacturing, 72.2 per 
cent: furniture manufacturing, 99.1 per 
cent: leather, curing and finishing, 67 
percent. Allof these laborers and many 
of them are now making fabulous wages 
for the work engaged in, have no idea 
of becoming citizens and the laws should 
be made so us to compel such citizen- 
ship. That is the argument of Mr. 
Crisp and he ts being supported by many 
members from all sections of the coun- 
try. The cities wherein are located the 
foreigner are interested in this matter 
and already representatives of many of 
great advantage of 
citizenship and the records of new citi- 
zens is a growing one. But it is all 
through the Americanization and polt- 
tical work, but the great majority of 
the foreign class are not of ertizenship 
inclination and their leaders are respon- 
sible'in many cases for this fact.

“A cocoanut smashed against a 
stone wall or even on a stone in the 
churchvard’ and gnawed from the shell 
while listening to the band has a flavor 
of peculiar excellence as anyone who. has 
tried it will testify.” Also a comment on 
their rise in price from five cents to fif- 
teen, ete., etc. She quotes the clergy- 
man’s example that honored the dead 
with a new inspiration to patriotism and 
srovided a holiday treat for the children 
who find the day a festive occasion. 

Yes, I hope the children will always be 
festive, for the boys who died to save 
them want them to enjoy cocoanuts 
galore, but I hope that those who used to 
go round helping Oliver Vennard pick 
up the shells and scrub off the dirty, 
sticky ‘fluid’ from: the expensive monu- 
ments of the lot owners will be ready to 
guide our lads with nuts to a fine large 
monument full of Townswoman’s an- 
cestors handy with a row of stones long 
enough to do all the cracking and a lot 
large enough to hold all the shells to 
make it easier for the caretaker to clear 
up after the holiday show 1s over. 

I myself, own two lots full of graves 
and good stones and they are well cared 
for by the trustees management.

I never touch the 
dry stuff they use in cookery but the 
cocoanut of that day was also to mea 
part of the exercises, but we did not 
desecrate the burial places. — Sacrilege 
and tresspassing is a serious charge to 
make against voungesters who -crack 
nuts on our monuments. But for one, I 
feel the time has come to prevent injury 
tostones and unnecessary burdens to the 
caretakers of the South vard; to enter my 
protest and ask that the usual practice as 


our lads be constrained to pound their 
nuts on the steps of the folks who ap- 
prove of the practice and who see no 


reason for serious and devout obser- 
vance of conduct in a burial place.

Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address was read 
by E. Kendall Jenkins, patriotic in- 
structor. Several patriotic songs were 
rendered by the school children under 
the direction of Miss Betridge Tucker 
and J. Everett Collins gave a fine rendi- 
tion of Kipling’s ‘‘Recessional” set to 
music by De Koven 

Rev. J. Franklin Babb of the Central 
Baptist church, Haverhill, formerly an 
overseas chaplain was the orator of the 
day. and proved to be a very stirring 
speaker. He was repeatedly interrupted 
by applause and his well-told stories 
brought forth hearty laughter. 

The speaker addressed his audience as 
“veterans of the wars of the Republic,” 
saying that he was not there to com- 
pare the war fought by those who did 
their part when the unity of this nation 
was threatened with that fought when 
Cuba was ground under the heel of the 
oppressor, nor with the recent great 
World War, and expressed the hope 
that the younger soldiers would be able 
to face life as bravely, live as nobly, 
and step as jauntily fifty years hence as 
can the veterans of the sixties today. 
These veterans have lived through the 
period of hysteria following a war, 
known flour to be high as it is now, sur- 
vived the operations of the carpet- 
bayggers and still carried on. 

Mr. Babb said that one of the lessons 
which the men hid learned in the re- 
cent war was that the game is all that 
counts, that if a man went West, some- 
one must step forward and fill up the 
ranks, that if a man was shot up some 
one must take his place, if an officer 
didn’t do his ¥ork some “non-com”™ must

He felt that the men would rather have 
died than leave the job half finished 
and likened the war to a football game 
called when the ball was within a few 
feet of the goal gS 


The legion men were urged to enter 
into politics and help run the affairs 
of the nation. The speaker said that 
the two great enemies of the country 
were anarchy and idleness and that 
every man who did not become natural- 
ized and assume’ the dutiga, of citizen- 
ship should be deported. 

Mr. Babb evidently felt no doubt, 
that the bonus bill should be passed, He 
told the boys not to be afraid to ask for 
what they wanted nor to care because 
they were called ‘looters of the trea- 
sury”, that the veterans of the Civil 
War had been called even worse names 
when each pension bill hed been pre- 
sented. He contrasted the way the 
Canada had. treated her discharged 
soldiers, with the way the United 
States had treated hers. Canada upon 
their discharge from service, paid every 
man what was due him, gave him $75.00 
for clothes, and $300.00 in cash, and the 
choice between $2500.00 and a farm. 
In addition to this she has eared for her 
wounded, maimed and blind. The 
United States has within a period vary- 
ing from two to eight months paid her 
discharged soldiers what was due them, 
minus the amounts deducted for in- 
surance and allotments, and a bonus of 
$100.00. While the soldiers were stop- 
ping bullets for a dollar a day 28,000 
new millionaires have been made. 

On the day which belonged to the 
dead when so many hearts were with 
the boys 3000 miles away, whose graves 
were decorated with the flowers of 
France, and American flags which no 
Hun living dares to disturb, the 
speaker said he felt no fears for the 
future of this republic, knowing that 
there were men who would stand for the 
best there is in the nation and help to 
preserve it for the sake of those dead,

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WOOD PACIFIED 
MORO PROVINCE 


Stamped Out Piracy and Slavery 
in Philippines—B2gan Pre- 
paredress Program 
in 1910. 


By JOHN G. HOLME,

Being practical and farseeing in the 
matter of sanitation, Governor Leon- 
ard Wood applied his full knowledge 
ef this branch of medical science to 
cleansing Cuba of disease by prevent- 
ive methods, There were no trained 
nurses in Cuba outside of the Sisters 
of Charity. Wood founded a school 
for nurses, sent them to all parts of 
the island as his missionaries of public 
health, and in this way spread a prop 
aganda of hygiene and sanitation 
among the natives. He had modern 
hospitals built in every town of size 
and repaired the old ones. Finally he 
fied the Sanitation Code of Cuba. 
which is pow embodied in the Consti 
tution of the Republic. 

For the monumental labors he 
achieved in buidling up a new repub- 
lic on the ruins of Spain's old colon) 
Leonard Wood received from his gov: 
ernment the salary of a major-general 
7.500 a year. The embryo Cuban 
government showed its appreciation of 
his services by adding a like sum, 
making Wood’s total income $15,000 a 
year for the two years and a half he 
spent as governor-general. This is by 
far the largest salary he ever received 
During his Cuban administration he 
was offered a business position by an 
American firm at a salary of $40,000 a 
year, but he declined it. Wood is to- 
day a poor man. 

Wood formally transferred the -ts- 
land to the new Cuban government on 
May 20, 1902, and immediately left for 
the United States. He spent several 
weeks in Washington writing his re 
port of the American Military Occupa- 
tion, and then went to Germany with 
other American army officers, repre- 
senting the United States at the Ger- 
tnan military maneuvers, 
casion he was afforded: his-first..view 


of the powerful military machine 
which the Kaiser was building. He 
met at the maneuvers many German 


and British officers who were later to 
become famous in the world war. 
When the Moros in the province of 


Mindanao, Philippine Islands, were 
giving William Howard Taft, Gover- 


nor-General of the islands, a great 
deal of trouble, General Wood volun- 
teered to take a subordinate post un 
der Taft to pacify the Mohammedan 
insurgents. Roosevelt had succeeded 
to the Presidency and was much pleas 
ed over Wood's offer. The latter took 
the eastern route to the islands, stop- 
ping in Egypt, India, the Dutch East 
Indies and other Asiatic colonies to 
study the most enlightened colonial 
government methods. He arrived in 
Mindanao, the second largest island in 
the Philippine group, in the summer 
of 1905 

The Moros were pirates, slave trad 
ers, and all around “bad men.” They 
had never been known to behave prop 
erly. Wood had to deal with a score of 
Filipino tribes in Mindanao and the 
Sulu islands, speaking fourteen differ 
ent dialects. These tribes were hostile 
to each other, and all were ready to 
combine agninst the United States. 

Wood's Philippine career was but a 
repetition of his signal success In 
Cuba He pacified the Moros, wiped 
out and piracy, established 
civil government and built schools. It 
took him three years to aecomplisb 
this work. but when he left Mindanao 
this province was the best governed 
section of the islands. 

For two years Woéd commanded the 
Philippine division. During this time 
he strengthened the fortifications of 
the island and in many ways improved 
the Philippine militury system, On 
his return to the United States in 
1908 he was placed in command of the 
Department of the East with head 
quarters on Governor's Island, New 
York harbor. “In 1910 he represented 
the United States as Special 
sador at the Centennial celebration 
of the Argentine Republic. 

On his return to this country Gen 
eral Wood was appointed Chief. of 
Staff of the United States army. He 
now began in earnest his great cam 
paign for the military preparedness 
of this nation which he continued till 
the armistice was signed on Novem 
ber 11, 1918. He had become thor 
oughly convinced, like many other 
Ameriean army and naval officers, that 
a general European war was at hand 
and he was not afraid to speak out his 
messnge of warning. He gave the 
country the largest militia maneuvers 
the so called “Battle of Boston,” ever 
held in the United States, and in 1915 
he established the Student 
training camps at Monterery, Cal, and 
Gettysburg, Pa, When the war broke 
out, these camps increased in number 
and attendanee. [In 1915 he establish 
ed the Plattsburgh training camp, 
which, together with other camps built 
on its mrdel, had tratned several thou-

HOW WILSON KEPT 
WOOD OUT OF WAR 


Transferred From Pillar to Post 
Away From Front—Steel 
and Coal Strikes.

The attitude taken by the adminis- 
tration in Washington toward Leonard 
Wood's preparedness campaign is a 
familiar subject to all Americans to- 
day.

While in Charleston, Wood laid out 
plans for eleven large National Army 
Camps, and three officers’ training 
camps. He was then transferred to

This kicking of Wood from pillar to 
post had a double effect ; it brought on 
the administration an avalanche of 
criticism and it enhanced Wood’s pop- 
ularity. The State of Kansas made 
him an honorary citizen through a 
proclamation by Governor Capper. 

In November, 1917, General Wood 
was sent to France to observe military 
operations at the front as were all 
general officers in charge of training 
camps. While watching French artil- 
lery at work on January 27, 1918, he 
was severely wounded by a shell which 
burst inside a French gun, the whole 
gun crew being killed. General Wood 
recovered rapidly and returned to the 
United States, where he passed the 
severe physical examination for army
